Applicant's reply has overconie the following rejection(s): The objections to claims 1 and 8 are withdrawn. The 35 U.S.C. 102(b) rejection 
in view of Thiele (US4, 593,461 ) has been overconne. 

However,the 35 U.S.C. 112,1 st, rejection is maintained. Applicant argues Figure 2 clearly illustates that the length of the plate defines the 
width (labeled as W) of the space between the batteries within which the at least one strut is positioned. Examiner disagrees. The length 
of ribs 23 (not plate 5) define the width (W) of the space between the batteries within which the at least one strut is positioned. The length 
of plate 5 does not equal "W" and therefore, the length of the plate 5 cannot "define" the width of the space between the batteries. 
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
